Paris, Nov. 21.— The Spanish peace 
conunlBslociora hare been notified that 
the United States eomBlMloaen are 
ready to treat with them in Joiat bcs 
■ton. Ualeoa the Spaniards hare an 
adequate reason for further delay the 
two commissions will Join in the moet 
important meeting thua far held. 

The American oommlaalonerB, in a 
written eommanteatlon, declare that 
the third aitlclfi of the protocol re- 
garding the Philippines la capable of 
only one fair consideration, that no 
arbitration la needed to elucidate its 
tarma, and that the Vnfted SUtei can 
not admit any other power to figure 
here purely as a lexicologist. They 
will maintain that the two commis- 
Blona are charged to determine whether 
Spain or the United SUtea ahall in 
future own the Philippines. 

Thla waa accompanle<l by the clear 
declaration that the United States will 
possesa the Philippines. Following 
taia declaration the American commie 
atoaera wUl lay before the Spaniards 
two altematiree. Firat, to accept a 
sum of money from the United States 
and to cede and evacuate the Philip 
pines; second, to loce the Phlllptitnes 
to the United States hjr conqueat, with 
th* possiMlltr of other territorial 
loaees to Indemnify the United States 
for the added expense of conquest. 

This communication may not be 
formally designated aa an ultimatum, 
but It will lack naught of the eeaelu- 
Biveness Indicated by that word Thla 
will be so plain that the Spanish com- 
mlesionprs wlil nrarcely haggle for 
money on the first aJternative nor 
eheriah any dpubt of Aqerican action 
vnder the aeeoBd. abould the first be 
declined. 

THE MOXKY I.VDEMMTY. 

No one here except the American 
commissioners knowa how much will 
be tendered Spain aa the eheapeat and 
most humane way of Battling the dif- 
ficulty. She Is exceedingly anziouB to 
aacapa the Philippine debt and possi- 
bly the Bum to be offered may be de- 
tanblned by an analysis of that debt, 
which conBiata of $40,000,000 In bonds, 
on which she realized 136,000,000. Of 
the latter amount she Is believed to 
have expended some |10,0C0,000 or 
000.000 in flghUng the United States 
and a part in attempting to quell the 
Philippine Insurrection. A reasonable 
guess at the sum (or tender would be 
$20,000,000, thoogk It nay f»U balow 
that figure. 

The Cuban qaaation may come up 
again. The AaMrioaa commtssionerB 
had thought the discussion on that 
point finished, but the t panlnh com- 
missioners are reported to have de- 
clared laat week that the mortgagea 
Impoaed by Spate oo the Cuban, as well 
aa on the Philippine rerenues, must 
not be Impaired or questioned. This 
would compel the American commis- 
SlonerB Boon to demand whether Spain 
moans to repudiate the plain compact 
of the protocol tto rellaqolah so¥er> 
Olgnty over the tltls of OtthS, 

Three weeks ago the Spaafall com- 
missioners accepted the Cuban article 
In th« protoc(d without conditions, save 
tb«l' its embodiment In the treaty 
sbnnid depend only en an agreement 
here on all' the articles In the proto- 
col. Recently, however, Spain's rep- 
resentatives have said that the Cuban 
natter had been only temporarily 
and was still In abeyance.

Sabaldary Qaaatlona. 

Washington, Nov. 21. — There are 
several matters of real Importance, 
thouRh not ranking with the PhlUppine 
question, to be treated by the commlg- 
slonera. The Instructions to the Amer- 
icana are aot to call up these at pfes- 
ant. or ontlt the main pending Issue 
relative to the Phillpplnee has been 
settled in order to avoid complicating 
the proceedings. In the event that an 
tgreement shall be reached in the prin- 
ciple of the Phlllppinea diapoaltlon, 
these matters may be expected to con- 
sume one or two additional sessions. 
One of these subjecta concerns the 
restoration of trade relations between 
the United Statea and Spain. At the 
beginning of the war Spain terminated 
all of her treaties with the United 
States. There must be working ar- 
rangements In treaty form for the prO' 
tection of trade interests, the equaliza- 
tion af tariff charges, the regulation 
of extraditioB and sneh subjaota as sre 
usually included in treaties af trade 
and commerce and amity. 



Washington, Nov. 21.— With a TliPW 
of bringing mattera to a speedy con- 
clusion, our peace comBiissloners at 
Paris, by direction of the president, 
early the coming week, will lay before 
the Spanlarda the final and Irrevocable 
demaada of thla country allowing a 
apeclfled time In which our conditions 
may be accepted or rejected. This ul- 
timatum, it is understood. Involves all 
that has thus far been contended tor 
Including tho surrender to the United 
Statea of the entire Philippine group, 
and also names the amount of cash 
which this government will pay Spain 
in consideration of her expenditures 
on account of the betterments In the 
island of Luzon, about $40,000,000. 

Hoardlns; the Vn'nu. 

Washington, Nov. 21.— The financial 
situation in Porto Rico la giving the 
Bceretary of the trceanry much concern 
and It Is quite probable that the early 
part of the coming week Important 
modifications of existing orders In re- 
lation thereto may be made. It la un- 
deratood that tho customs ofllelals at 
San Juan are receiving only pesos in 
payment of dues and refused to accept 
United States money. The effect of 
this is said to be a material advance 
In the value of the peso, and the brok- 
era are beginning to hoard them ii> 
expectation of a atill further riae. 

Only One I)*ath. 

Washington. Nov. 21.— Tho war de- 
partment haa received from Oeneral 

Otis at Manilla a dispatch about the 
death of Jay A. Smith, a private of the 
First South Dakota. The war depart- 
ment olficlalB say that the report show- 
ing such a amall death rata amoag so 
many soldisra la eztremaly gratifying 
and Indlcatea an Improved condition at 
Manilla. That only one death should 
ccur in 20,000 troops in a week or 10 
daya Is very surprising.

WashlBgtoB, Not. fl.— Tha recent 

discussion as to the revenue producing 
qualities of the present tariff law lends 
especial interest to a series of tables 
Just issued by tho treaanry bureau of 
suuatlcs. showing tho roeolpU from 
varioua aourcea by "yMltng fiatiag a 
long term of years. 

An examination of these figures show 
that the cuatoma receipts of the treaa- 
ury departsMBt now aaMMBt to one- 
half of tho ordinary expenditures of 
the government, which Is about the 
usual proportion alloted to that branch 
of the revnue producing service. The 
ordinary expenditures of the govern- 
ment, aaidaicom those of the postofflce 
department, which Is practically self- 
suatalnlng. are usually calculated at 
about $1,000,000 per day and averaged 
during the vears 1894 to 1897 foov),500.- 
000 per annum, and at about tha aame 
rate In 1891 omitting tha Pacific rail- 
road and extraordinary war expeadi- 
tures. The general plans of those 
charged with the duty of providing the 
revenues for the government have con- 
templated tho production of oae-half 
of the nec*aaary expendlturea from 
euatoms and the remaining half from 
Internal revenue and miscellaneous 
sources, or la other worda, $500,000 a 
day from latsraal rsTsaao and mis 
cellaneoua. 

It Is Interesting, therefore, to exam 
Ine the detailed figures of the receipts 
of the government during the time In 
which the present nistoms law has 
operated under normal coadltiona. and 
to dtermlne whether It Is supplying 
Its aaalgaed proportion, one-half, of 
the normal expenditures. The dally 
statement of receipts and expenditures 
Issued by the treasury depoi'tment 
shows that on Nov. 1", the 140th day 
of the present fiscal year, the customs 
receipts had during these 140 days 
amounted to $73,340,429. Of this sum 
a little over $1,000,000 was from the 
duty placed upon tea by the war reve- 
nue act, BO that fully $72,000,000 of the 
$73,240.4M reeelved la these IM days 
are the legitimate normal revenues 
from the rates levied l^y the customs 
law enacte<l In .Tuly, 1897. or a little 
more than the promised rate of $6C0.' 
000 a day from euatoms vnder the act, 

Valautarf Uankrupivy Law. 

Washington, Nov. 21.— The forthcom- 
ing annual report of the attorney gen- 
eral embraoeo a review of the opera 
tion of the national bankruptcy law of 
July 1, 1898. which has been prepared 
by Mr. E. C. Brandenburg, In charge 
of bankruptcy matters In the depart- 
ment of juatice. Mr. Brandenburg, who 
is preparing a book oo bankruptcy, 
briefiy reviews aimilar past legislation 
and detallB the operation of the feature 
of tho law permitting persons to be- 
come voluntary bankrupta which took 
effect Aug; 1, 1M8. From this report 
it sppaars that tho applicanta for reil^f 
have been found In every walk of life. 
Since the law took effect 1,700 petitlo i 
In voluntary bankruptcy have been 
filed.

The Cincinnati Leaf Tobacco Warehouse Com 
pany, in its circular for the week, has the folloW' 
Ing: 

The tobacco market has shown more activity 
in the past week than has been the case for the 
past two months. While the sales haTe eon 
tinned qnlie small tor serafal wedn the bufers 
have shown very little dkopeilion to adTaaoe 
prioea, bat appeared to bo saHsied with the 
sauU pniebeaso tl4y weie able to get on the 
breeka. The eoaelderatloa of t|« aatall steeks 
cut no flfure until last week wben some orders 
were placed la the hands of sosse brokers, aad 
this competition gave a boom to the market. 
Prices advanced very materially and some very 
satisfactory sales were made. 

This demonslrstes clearly tbat a little more 
competition upon the market would force manu- 
facturers' buyers to wake up to a realization of 
the present condilion of the tobaico market. 
The small stocks now in the hands of the ware- 
hou8.?mcn, with an active trade in manufaclurtd 
tobacco, would not be nearly sulKclent to supply 
the demand before the new crop could be put 
Into connltion for use, and from the general talk 
aiiinm.- tlie jTiiwers we ilo not look for the new 
crop to be luurkeied very rapidly, unlets the 
buyini' iiiierets iire willing to pay the growers a 
reiisoiiiible i ui.i penaallon for their labor. 

1 here bus been a strong demand for all grades 
biiving (olor and the few hogsheads of the better 
grades were taken at fully 2 or 8 ceobi advance, 
while low grades are very active end Arm. 

The receipts of the new crop have been very 
light and the prices, as • rule, aad with lew ex 
ceptlons are not up to the expectation of ship- 
pers.
